The  discourse 
was  full  of  comforting  assurances  (both 
to  Jew  and  Gentile)  of  the  glorious  out- 
come to  the  Divine  Plan,  as  respects 
our  world  and  its  InhaUtants.  We  re- 
port the  address  oaly  1b  part,  as  fol- 
fo  war- 
There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  worda 
of  our  text  apply,  not  to  Spiritual  Is- 
rael and  the  hesivenly  Jerusaleni,  but 
to  the  SecHl  of  .Iamb,  for  many  fen- 
I  tiirles  iraxailiny:  in  [laiir-a  nation 
]  without  a  land,  iieople  potisessing  most 
]  wonderful  promises,  yet  enjoying  none 
I  of  them— a  people  sratlered  nmon;;sl 
price  j  all  other  peoples;  yet.  in  harmony  with 
i  the  Divine  pr-omise  made  at  the  be;;iii- 
of  their  or>:anization.  they  have 
been  preserved  separate  and  distiiiet 
from  all  oiher  nations!  The  Jews  are 
■  ndracle  in  themselves.  They  witness 
to  the  civiiizeii  world  God's  promises 
and  the  power  thereof  in  the  hani*ll 
mind.  As  foretold  in  the  Berlptarss 
for  long*  centuries  they  have  had  no 
Prophet,  no  Priest,  no  ephpd,  no  vision 
from  God.  no  rerelatlsn.

No:  We  have 
BO  such  evil  sentiment  In  our  heart 
We  have  nnihln<:  for  the  .lew  but  sym 
pathy,  even  while  in  him.  as  In  others 
of  Adam's  chihlreii.  we  may  see  nun  h 
to  re|)rehend;  nevertheless,  we  also  see 
his  commendable  <iuallties.  .\moiij; 
others,  we  see  the  qti.nlify  whkh  r.ixl 
so  {rreatly  appreciated  in  .vbraliam: 
namely,  faith  in  his  God  and  In  the 
Divine  promises.  8ucb  a  faith  has  In 
spired  "God's  Chosen  People"  to  wait

One  King,  but  Two  Kingdoms. 

It  has  escaped  Christendom  in  jren- 
eral  nulil  now  that  the  l>ivine  pnindse 
to  .Mirahaiu  is  to  be  fuKilleij  tiii(iu;;h| 
two  Seeds -one  a  heavenly  class,  thf 
other  an  eartldy  class,  with  Messiah 
the  Head  o\er  all.  I'<ir  eighteen  cen 
tniles  ficxl  fiivore«l  the  Seed  of  ,\bra- 
ham,  the  nation  of  Isniel.  Chastise- 
ments they  had.  reproofs  in  ri;:hteous 
ness:  yet  in  all  that  time  they  had  also] 
Divine  favor,  as  represente<l  in  their 
Law  and  in  the  Prophecies  and  in  the 
privileges  which  came  to  them  under  I 
the  Ijiw  Covenant,  in  that  they  had  an  , 
annual  AteNMM^.Pay.  which  contin- 
ued to  then  Divine  favor.  That  period 
of  favor,  explatn  It  how  we  mny.  be- 
gan to  wane  aboaC  the  time  of  Jesus' 
death.  It  was  oompletely  removed 
from-^hem  hv'tlw  desolation  of  their 
land  by  the  Roman  army  A.  D.  70. 
Now  a  parallel  tttie  has  been  reacfied. 
as  stated  in  our  text.  Hence  It  Is  time 
for  the  return  of  God's  fhror,  as  here- 
in mentioned.  The  favor  already  is 
returning. 

The  Jew  has  not  been  so  comfort- 
able, nor  so  favorably  fixed  as  he  Is 
today,  in  more  than  eighteen  cen- 
turies. But  his  blessing  is  only  begin- 
ning. Shortly  Divine  favor,  in  Goil's 
due  time,  will  accomplish  for  his 
Chosen  People  nil  the  precious  prom- 
ises of  the  I..nw  and  of  the  I'rophets 
Already  the  .Tew  is  awakeniiit;  to  a  re- 
alization of  this  jtreat  Truth.  Zionism, 
which  starteil  as  a  p^ilitical  movement, 
is  alK)Ut  to  bnd  and  blossom  Into  n  re- 
ligious movement  and  the  blessing: 
Divine  Providence  will  so  order  their 
affairs.  The  words  of  the  Book,  the 
words  of  Idvine  |>r<)mlse.  so  lonjf  read 
Iffnorantly  and  blindly,  are  about  to 
l>e<'onie  luminons  and  constitute  the 
light  which  will  direct  them  in  the 
ways  of  the  T^rd— leading  on  to  the 
rehabilitation  of  Jerusalem  and  to  the 
attainment  of  loftier  Ideals  amongst 
the  Jewish  people.  A  voice  Is  sound- 
ing from  the  wildemess;.  and  the  Jews 
everywhere  are  hearkening  to  It.  It 
does  not  esll.  them  to  become  Chris 
ttans,  bat  to'iemltfD  Jews  and  to  real- 
ize, as  Jews,  the  ideals  set  before 
them  by  the  Lord  In  the  Ijiw  and  by 
the  Prophets.  To  all  those  exercised 
thereby  a  great  blessing  Is  near,  which 
win  more  than  compensate  for  the  sor 
rbw*  of  the  past.  Neither  by  sword, 
nior  guns,  nor  dreadnaughts,  neither  by 
flying  air-ships,  nor  torpedoes  will  Is 
rhel's  great  victory  l»e  won.  neither  l>y 
money  power  and  worshi|)ping  of  the 
golden  calf  of  finance,  nor  by  trusting 
la  the  arm  of  (lesli.  luit  by  looking  tr. 
the  Lord,  from  w  liom  w  ill  come  their 
help. 

Messiah's  Spiritual  Knijiire,  about  to 
be  pstablish(Ml.  will  bind  Satan,  re- 
strain every  evi!  and  lift  up  a  stand- 
ard for  the  |)eople.  blessing  Israel  and 
establishing  with  them  the  New  (Lawi 
Cx>veaant  Inntead  of  the  Old  I.aw  Cov 
enant— under  the  better  Mediator,  still 
more  capable  than  the  great  Moees:^ 
under  the  greater  King,  still  more  wise' 
than  Solomon  and  still  more  beloved 
of  God  than  Dnvld.  This  great  Celee- 
tial  Ktnpire  will  be  established  with 
great  authority  In  the  world  by  a  time 
of  (rouble,  a  time  of  earthly  distress 
which  the  prophecies  picture  as  terri 
ble— a  short  rei>rn  of  anarchy.  Jews 
and  Gentiles  will  be  responsible,  rich 
and  p<M.r.  fur  the  brin«in>r  to  jiass  of 
this  awful  tronble.  Iiy  reason  of  the 
.sellisliiiess  which  at  jiresent  is  govern 
Ing  the  world  and  which  will  be  us.mI 
of  the  lAtul  to  w  re«'k  our  present  Kraiid 
civilisation— grand  at  least  011  its  tur- 
face  and  in  its  aspiratloua  and  preten- 
sions. A  iMciallstic  artillery  of  words 
atad  ecclesiastical  bonds  of  similar  na 
tore  will  j0»|y 'aggravate  the  strife. 
Finanehil  welgtitB  and  levers  will  have 
much  to  do  with  the  great  crash  of 
the  forces  of  civlltaatlon  hi  this  near- 
apftroaching  cataclysm  of  trouble,  in 
which  the  reign  of  sin,  ine«iuity,  in- 
justice, selfishness,  shall  forever  fall, 
to  rise  IK.  mure:  and  the  present  re- 
ligions systejns  also  shall  be  found 
wanting  and  pass  away.  I-'or  these 
old  systems,  symbolically  the  heavens 
aud  earth  of  the  present  time,  will  be 
substituted  the  New  Hea\eus  and  the 
New  Earth— the  Church  gloritieil  \>e- 
yond  the  vail  as  the  Bride  of  the 
great  Blessiab.  and.  Society  on  earth 
reorganhted.  will  constitute  the  New 
Barth.  wherein  will  dwell  rtgbteons- 
IMSS.  The  tranaitlon  wlU  be  but  a 
momentary  ordegl,  as  comppirsd  with 
the  glorious  et»mity  of  tilesslag  under 
Messiah's  righ^as  stq>ervisloa.  "He 
maketh  wars  to  cease  unto  the  end  of 
the  earth." 

IsnMPs  Mspss  Why  8e  Delayedf 

Tiie  p^rplex^g  thought  with  our 
Jewish  friends,  as  weU  as  with  Chris- 
tians, is.  If  these  things  be  so:  if  Mes- 
siah's Kingdom  is-^yet  to  be  establish- 
ed, as  the  Jews  contemplated,  only  on 
a  spiritual  plane  Instead  of  an  earthly 
one;  and  if  tJod's  jntrpose  Is  to  use 
those  anciently  favore^l  pi^ijile  as  the 
channels  of  his  blessin^r  in  the  future, 
why  Inis  there  l>een  so  Ion;:  delay? 

We  answer.  1'his  Is  what  the  Scrip- 
tures terui  Thr  .l/i/.'f/r/  v  - 1 he  matter 
v.hich  Go«l  did  not  r»'veal  diro-tly. 
either  to  .\brahum  or  thronuh  any  of 
Jie  Propbebi.    Indirectly  he  hinted  ai 


it.  saying  te  Abraham.  "Thy  Seed 
shall  be  as  the  stars  of  heaven,  and  ax 
the  sand  of  the  seashore  for  multi- 
tude."  But  Abraham  did  not  discern. 

nor  did  others,  that  these  two  illustra- 
tions belonged,  not  to  the  same  pe*)ple. 
but  to  two  different  Israels.  The 
earthly  promises  lielon^'ed  to  natural 
Israel.  Kventuall.v  all  mankind,  bless 
ed  under  the  Messianic  rci>:n,  will  t>e 
come  Israelites  of  tlie  Seed  of  Abra 
ham.  Thus  Abraham's  "Seed  shall  be 
as  the  sand  of  the  seashore  for  multi- 
tude." And  they  must  all  have  the 
faith  of  Altrabain  and  his  obeilience, 
ere  they  can  reach  perfection  as  mem- 
bers of  his  Seed.  First  In  the  order 
of  Messing  will  come  the -  Ancient 
Worthice—Ahrehun.. Isaac,  Jacob  and 
all  the  Prophets  and  holy  pncs  ef  the 
past  These  wHl  be  raised  frpm  the 
dead  by  tlie  power  of  God— not  Imper- 
fect and  fallen,  but  perfect:  folly  up 
to  all  the  glorious  ideals  of  their  minds 
aforetime.  This  will  be  their  reward 
for  liaving  walke<1  by  faith  and  not  l»y 
sight.  Thus  we  read.  Instead  of  bi-- 
Ing  the  fathers,  they  shall  be  the  chil- 
dren, whom  Messiah  w  ill  make  |irinces 
in  all  the  eartli  — his  representatives  in 
power,  in  nilershii>.  in  authority 
(Psalms  xlv,  10).  At  that  time  the 
blessing  shall  return  to  Israel  th.-it  has 
been  taken  from  them  for  more  than 
eighteen  ccnt«rles— God's  spedal  fa 
vor.  Undfr  their  New  Covenant  tiiey 
shall  be  blessed:  their  eyes  shall  he 
opened;  "they  shall  look  upon  him 
whom  they  pierced:"  they  shall  mourn 
for  him;  they  shall  rejoice  In  him. 
They  will  say.  This  Is  our  ruler.  We 
have  waited  for  him,  and  he  will  save 
us  (Zecharlah  xll,  10). 

Crimes  Committed  In  Jesus'  Name. 

With  shaiue  true  Christians  must 
admit  that  most  atrocious  crimes  were 
comndtfed  lu  the  name  of  .lesns  dur- 
ing the  "Dark  Aees."  Worse  than 
that!  The  horrilile  misrepresentation 
of  all  that  the  name  of  Jesus  stands 
for  still  co  itinnes.  Witness,  for  In- 
stance, the  injustices  practised  In  the 
name  of  Christianity  against  the  Jew- 
in  Russia  for  years  past,  and  in  vari- 
ona  natlona  In  remoter  times.  Witness 
the  fact  also  that  only  two  months  ago 
the  so<allsd  Christiana  of  Renmania 
acted  like  veritable  demoab  toward 
their  Jewish  aclghbors.  Well-aathsa- 
tlcated  Acceanti  tell  that  the  Jewish 
cemetery  was  despoiled.  Ifmiy  of 
those  baried  within  the  f^o  preceding 
months  were  dog  up  and  the'pntrld 
and  mangled  cerpuss  thrown  on  the 
steps  and  in  the  door>yards  of  their 
families.  Can  we  wonder  that  the 
Jew  has  come  to.  have  a  hatred  for  the 
word  Christian  and  for.the^name  Js- 
808? 

The  name  Jesus,  as  is  well  known. 
Is  but  another  form  fur  Joshua,  wtrich 
signifies  Deliverer.  The  name  Christ 
is  the  Greek  equivalent  for  the  word 
Messiah.  Every  Jew.  rightly  Informed 
respecting  the  character  and  the  teach- 
ings of  Jesus,  is  iKiund  to  respect 
him  and  his  ima^ediate  followers  as 
amouKst  the  Rrandest  Jews  that  ever 
lived.  They  must  not  be  judged  ac- 
cording to  the  perversion  of  their 
teachiuKS.  so  common  amougst  Cliris- 
tlans.  .\ud  it  should  not  l>e  forgotten 
that  while  the  masses  of  Christendom 
have  misrepresented  their  teaching, 
doctrines  and  practises,  there  has  l>een 
throughout  the  entire  age  a  saintly 
few  who  have  closely  followed  in  the 
footsteps  of  Jesus. 

In  my  preaching  I  do  not  urge  upon 
the  Jews  to  become  Christians;  but  1 
seek  to  hokl  forth  the  Divine  sUndard 
for  them  and  to  assist  them  to  get 
rsady  for  the  falflllnient  of  the  glori- 
ous prom&es  which  are  thdrs.  That 
the  due  time  for  the  hdHtiaiait  of 
these  it  at  hand  is  the  comfw^  we  of- 
fer them,  in  harmony  with  oar  text. 
The  Preplie*-  declares  tliat  it  -will  be 
after  their  return  to.  th^  otrn  land, 
and  after  the  great  time  of  trouble 
which  is  now  Impending  upon  Chris- 
tendom, that  the  Jew  will  recognize 
that  the  great  Messiah  of  glory,  the 
great  Michael  of  Daniel  xll.  1,  for 
whose  Kingdom  they  have  been  wait- 
ing. Is  none  other  than  the  "Man  Christ 
Jestis,  who  i::i\e  liimself  a  ransom  for 
all  UK'n  '  eighteen  centuries  a;:o.  God 
will  then  blessedly  open  their  eyes  of 
understanding.  .Vs  The  Prophet  de- 
clares, •They  shall  look  U]ion  him 
whom  they  pierced'";  tltey  will  then 
see  the  identity  between  the  Jesus 
who  was  sacrilice»l  for  the  sins  of  Is- 
rael and  the  world  and  the  Messiah  of 
Glory,  whose  Kinplom  will  use  Israel 
in  the  blessin.'  of  the  world. 

Meanliuie.  what  has  G».d  wrought? 
Ah.  this,  again,  we  say  is  the  Mys- 
tery! Here  aud  there  from  Jew  gnd 
Gentile,  saintly  characters  have-  been 
sought  ahd  found  by  the  preaching  of 
the  messsge  of-  Christ,  even  though 
that  message  frequently  was  dimmed 
by  earthly  imperfections  and  blem- 
ishes—by  erroneous  r^resentations. 
Those  saintly  ones  will  be  sharers 
with  Messiah  in  Divine  blessings  on 
the  spirit  plane,  mentioned  to  .\bra- 
ham  under  the  figure  that  his  "Seed 
shall  l>e  as  the  .stars  of  heaven."  But 
under  what  conditions  do  these  attain 
a  spiritual  inheritance  iTke  unto  the 
angels  and  far  above  them?  We  an- 
swer that  the  spirit  nature  is  the  di- 
vine reward  of  a  special  obedience. 
Our  race  was  not  created  on  the  heav- 
enly plane  nor  for  a  heavenly  nature: 
but  of  the  earth  earthy.  And  ita  sal- 
Vation  from  sin  will  bring  It  to  the 
fall  ptffectlon  of  hnman  natare  and 
to  the  fun  enjoyment  of  a  world-wide 
BdoL  The  Spiritual  Seed  of  Abraham 
la  to  be  composed  of  Messiah  and  the 
Elect  Little  Flock  of  saintly  f(X)tstep 
followers.  The  price  of  their  exalta- 
tion is  their  consecration  unto  denth 
and  faithfulness  to  that  Vow.
